SOUTH AMERICAN DOINGS. 

Chilian Amnesty— Ecuador's Coffee nnd Cocoa 
CropB— Exhibits for the World's Fair. 

Valparaiso, Feb, 10.— The Chilian 
council of war has decided to liberate Gen. 
Volutqutz, who has been imprisoned for the 
last nine months, and was included in tho 
recent amnesty law. 

The steamer Isadoro Cuaino was wrecked 
near tho Biodio river. She in a total loss. 

The Chilian war steamer Imperials is to 
take the Chilian exhibits for the Columbian 
Fair lo San Francisco, whence they will ho 
sent to Chicago. Tho Imperials will go to 
Victoria. The government intends to bring 
back on the Imperiale a number of Chilians 
who are, now in California. 

The Ecuadorian coffee and cocoa crops 
aro a failure, and the press of that country 
is calling for subscriptions to aid tho starv- 
ing agriculturists. A financial panic is 
threatened, 

The now Peruvian cabinet will include 
Senor Salo/.ina as Secretary of State, and 
Seuor Nunez as Secretary of tho Treasury.

PANAMA SCANDALS. 

The Parliamentary Commission of 
Inqniry Proposes to Make a 
Further InTestiffation. 



Sensation Caused by the Sentences 
Prououiiced-Political Conil- 
ilcnce Not .Restored. 



Paeih, Fob. 10.— The discontont caused 
hy tho diamisaal in tho Chamber of Indict- 
ments of tho true bill found against Do- 
puty Kouvier and Senators Deves, Grovy 
and Renault, bus movod the Parliamentary 
Commission of Inquiry to n. renowal of 
activity. The Commission proposes to sum 
mon and examino ull the deputies who havo 
heen aecuaed of corruption, whether acquit- 
ted or not, and to obtain tho do Roinach 
liab of tho 104 men who were compromised 
hy monoy loaus with do Reinach, Arton or 
ileiz. Tho Commission proposes also to 
apply to the Chamber for additional powers, 
which, if granted, will increase greatly the 
scope and thoroughness of the investigation, 

London, Feb. 10.— A dispatch from Paris 
Bays : Tho Benteneiug of the prisoners in 
the Panama trials caused tho utmost 
consternation. Charles de Lcsseps was calm 
during the recital of the decision, but hurst 
into tears when ho heard sentence passed 
upon his father. M. Fontaine was pros- 
trated. Charles de Lefseps telegraphed in- 
forming Mino. de Lesscpa tho result of tho 
trial. Tho general belief ia that sentence 
will never bo executed against Count do 
Lessep5. Tho lines imposed were the 
utmost legal penalty, but they will not pre- 
vent action at law to recover the money 
squandered. Tho only poeaiblo appeal from 
the decision given to-day ia ono to the 
court of cassation for revision of sentence. 

The excitement caused hy tho announce- 
ment of the sentences in tho parliamentary 
lobbies, on tho streets and in tho cafes 
surpassed any thing of the kind since the 
opening of the Panama investigation. The 
worst feature of the situation is that the 
Bentenccs havo failed to dispel tho suspicion 
and doubts of the people us to the honesty 
of the Government's intentions. The con- 
trast between the treatment accorded Kou- 
vier and that to which the directors were 
subjected is a subject of much bitter crit- 
icism. While tho heavy sentences have 
vindicated tho administration of justice, 
they have failed to restore confidence in the 
political world. This evening the houses of 
the convicted directors were thronged with 
sympathizing visitors und journalists, 

The Paris correspondent of tho Times 
aaya of the scntencca in the Panama canal : 
Paris records this cruel judgment with u 
feeling of profound pain. Nobody would 
venture to maintain that the outdoor 
clamour hti3 not invaded tho supposed in- 
violabla sanctuary of jintice. If ever thero 
was a case which appealed to the pity and 
indulgence of tho judges, it that of 

Ferdinand and Charles de Lesseps and M. 
Fontaine, whose oiTcnco was that they 
followed a chimera, forgetting the 
reality of tilings, the passions of 
men, and tho insufficiency of the 
means at their disposal to overcome 
tho most formidable natural obstacles. 
The judgment is sealed with the cruelty 
which characterizes tho present campaign. 
It strikes at a man ' who formerly was 
claimed as the representative of French 
genius, energy ami greatness. Now, all but 
a corpse, as his counsel remarked to day, 
we may rqieak of him as if entombed. The 
judges thought that their coup de theatre 
would appeal to the unrelenting indignation 
of the populace. They have in fact secured 
unenviable immortality S3 the judges of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps. Pardon is certain to 
he granted to him, but if cognizant of even 
this, ho would suffer as much from clemency 
us from condemnation, 

Panama, Feb. 10. — Tho French and 
American ministers have arrived at Bogota, 
having travelled together from Curasco, 
M. Mange held a conlerence yesterday with 
the French minister. It is. Baid he intends 
to lilo a formal application at onco for an 
extension of time on the canal contract, 
notwithstanding the fact that Colombia 
declines to listen to such nn application 
until the railway question has been satis- 
factorily arranged. Tho Colombian Gov- 
ernment regards the recent transfer of 
rolling stock from the canal company 
to the railway company as n, direct 
violation of tho terms of the Wyao con- 
tract. United States Minister Abbott 
to-day filed with the Colombian State 
department a copy of tho complaint of 
the attorney-general of the state of New 
York against tho Panama railway company, 
and a copy of the motion for the appoint- 
ment of an American receiver for the road. 
These documents bIiow that 07,521 shares of 
the stock of the railway arc now held in 
Franca. The claim is that the tranfer of 
this stock was in direct violation of the 
law, tho charter and treaty, und that the 
present directors own no interest in the 
road, but are simply puppets. The French 
shareholders' committee, headed by M. 
Monchicourt, I ho canal liquidator direct 
from Paris, held the opinion that those 
papers will play an important part in tiio 
statement of the question at issue. While 
it Increases the complication it is generally 
believed that it leaves little liopo for the 
French securing the desired extension of 
lime. 



FROM SEATTLE. 

The Boyd Homicide— The Snow Disappearing 
—The Liquor Men Combine— American 
Interference in Hawaii Condemned, 

SEATTLE, Feb. 10.— (Special)— Mra. JJoytl, 
who killed her husband, or paramour, 
Thomas Henderson Boyd, on December 2, 
was to have had her postponed preliminary 
hearing this afternoon. Her lawyer secured 
another continuance until to-morrow to pro- 
duce medical testimony showing that her 
physical condition prevented her appearing. 

All the Htreet car lines of the city tiro now 
open. The snow is fast disappearing under 
tho warm rain. Tho lower part of the 
city during tho cold snap was without 
proper tire protection, nearly every hydrant 
and main being frozen. 

Tho liquor men of the city have organ- 
ized to resist extortion on the part of tho 
browery combine recently formed, includ- 
ing all tho breweries on tho Sound. If 
prices go up Eastern beer will bo imported. 

Hawaiian Consul George R. Carter to-day 



says the raising of the American flag over 
the islands wua prematuro and unnecessary. 
Ho fears it may result in stronger oppo- 
sition to annexation as it was done without 
tho authority of Congress, which is always 
jealous of its exclusive authority. Consul 
Carter is the brother of ono of the commia- 
Bioners now in Washington negotiating for 
annexation. 



HOME RULE. 



Iutenso Interest and Anxiety In Mr. Glad- 
stone's Measure— Nothing hlks 
It Previously. 

London, Feb. 10.— Tho chances are that 
the House will bo made acquainted with 
the details of the Home Rulo nieasuro on 
Monday. Tho interest and anxiety con- 
cerning tho character of tho bill that is 
manifested throughout tho country ia most 
intense. Nothing liko it has been experi- 
enced since Mr. Gladstone introduced his 
memorable bill for tho abolition of 
purchase in tho army. All of the 
leading provincial papers have sent 
special correspondents to town, a 
most unusual procedure, and tho applica- 
tions for seats to those galleries of tho House 
of Commons reserved for general and dia- 
tinguished visitors are sufficient to fill tho 
chamber several times over. Arrangements 
have been made by tho telegraph companies 
for bulletining a skeleton resume of tho 
measure in the principal towns of tho coun- 
try to appease the popular clamor, and 
many of the provincial journals have ar- 
ranged to issue extra editions as lato as mid- 
night, a step which is only taken in tho 
event of tho death of a member of tho Royal 
family, or some great disaster.

Home Rule at Ottnwn, 

Ottawa, Feb. 10.— Hon. John Costigan, 
secretary of stuto, has been requested to 
introduce a Home Rule resolution in Parlia- 
ment during the present session. Tills step 
was taken at the suggestion of Hon. Edward 
Blake, ex-leader of the Liberal party of 
Canada, who now represents South Long- 
ford, Ireland, in tho British House of Com- 



(From our own Correspondent) 

Ottawa, Feb. 10. — In tho House to-day 
Hon. Mr. Foster announced that tho budget 
would bo brought down on Tuesday. 

Tho resolution to amend the Civil Service 
Superannuation Act was passed and tho 
bill reud a first timo. 

Mr. O'Brien called the attention of the 
Government to the terrible floods in Queens- 
land, Australia, causing destruction to pro- 
perty anil great privation. He urged that 
Parliament ahould voto a Bum for the relief 
of the sull'erern. 

Sir John Thompson replied that when tho 
details of the disaster hud been received, 
the Government would give uttention to the 
matter us suggested. 

Tho Committee of Supply paBsed the 
militia estimates after a vigorous discus- 
sion. Mr. Corbould asked if it was the 
intention of thu Government to establish a 
corps of artillery on the mainland of British 
Columbia, It had become necessary that a 
Becond corps should he established at Van- 
couver in addition to the ono already at 
New Westminster. 

Minister Patterson replied that the mat- 
ter was under consideration and everything 
possible would be done to meet the"requiro- 
menta of tho situation in British Columbia. 
The minister also outlined Major- General 
Herbert's scheme for reorganization. Up 
to the present there had been five 
deputy adjutant-generals, eight brigade 
majors and seven commandants of schools. 
He proposed having four deputy adjutant 
generals commanding schools of instruction. 
Those commanding schools of instruction 
would receive $1,825 per annum each, and 
thero would ho six non-commanding schools 
who would receive $1,700 onch per an- 
num. There would be an assistant inspector 
of artillery commanding the military dis- 
trict at Kingston, and an assistant inspector 
of artillery commanding "1!" battery ut 
Quebec. All ihc brigade majors would then 
be retired. At headquarters here the only 
ohauge proposed was the appointment of an 
uBsistant Adjutant-General. It was pro- 
posed to (ill tho place us provided by stat- 
ute of Quarter-Master General. Six ollicers 
would be done away with altogether, und 
ono appointed at headquarters. 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Protests Against Proposed Stilling: of 
Debate ou the Address -Glad- 
stone in a Temper. 

Conservative Papers Complain of the 
Large Majorities— The Whips 
Stirred Up. 



A Humbler Goes Mud. 
NlOE, Feb. 10.— A professional gambler, 
after losing heavily in the Casino at Monte 
Carlo, last evening, suddenly became insane. 
He attacked several mon and then tried to 
tako his own life. Hia violenco caused a 
panic, and men and women fied from the 
building. Tho inuniac, after a sharp strug- 
gle, was ovorpowered and removed shouting 
und fighting. 



London, Feb. 10.— In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Right Hon. Arthur J. Bal- 
four, leader of the Unionists, spoko at 
length in favor of extending the debate on 
tho Address. After repeating his former 
arguments on this point, ho reminded tho 
House that w hen the Conservatives were in 
office the Liberals had insisted upon longer 
debates on the Address. 

Right Hon. Mr. Gladstone questioned the 
correctness of Mr. Balfour's statement. A 
comparison of the records of tho two gov- 
ernments would Bhow, ho said, the contrary 
to have heen the caso. The matter, how- 
ever, was not of vital importance. He ob- 
jected to the manner in which the extension 
of the debate hud been introduced without 
previous notice. 

Mr. Balfour replied with tpirit that he 
hud not only given notice, but had debated 
the question last evening when the right 
hon. gentleman opposite was more agreeably 
occupied. 

The Liberal and Irish members answered 
this observation with ories of ," shamo " and 
jeers, which drowned the Opposition cheers. 

Mr. Balfour paused until tho confusion 
had subsided, and then added that he 
assumed the right lion, gentleman hud 
been made acquainted with the circum- 
stances of tho debate through his colleague 
(Sir Wm. Harcourt). If tho House was to 
be led by two gentleman who never com- 
municated with each other the proceedings 
would necessarily he conducted with con- 
siderable difficulty. (Cries of "Oh!" 
"Oh!") 

When Mr. Gladstone rose to answer Mr. 
Balfour he wua trembling, and in a voice 
shaken with anger he thundered out: 
"With due regard to circumstances und 
timo I have endeavored to servo tho House 
tn tho best of my ability. The right, hon, 
member for Fast Manchester would have 
shown better taste, would have better ful- 
filled the duties of tho post which he occu- 
pies, if lm bad spared tho reference to my 
agreablo occupation." 

Mr. Balfour began three times before hh: 
voice could be beard. Before he hadBpoken 
a dozen audible v oids tho Irish members 
drowned his voico again with yells and 
shouts of "Oh I" "Oh!" "Coward!" und 
" Withdraw I" Alter several minutes of 
bedlam, 

Mr. Thomas O'Connor, snti-Parnellitc, 
for tho Scotland division of Liverpool, rose 
apparently to make a point of order, und 
Mr. Balfour yielded to him the floor and 
the disorder abated. Mr O'Connor asked 
whether or not any question was before tho 
House ? 

The Speaker replied that ho understood 
Mr. Balfour wished to explain. 

Amid renewed confusion Mr. Balfour 
mado himself heard Butlicicntly to inform 
the House that bo bad not intended to hurt 
the feelings of the Prime Minister ; in fact, 
that tho right hon. gentleman was the last 
person in tho House whom he willingly 
would offend. This was received on ull 
sides with prolonged cheers, which turned 
to laughter as Mr, Balfour added that tho 
right hon. gentleman to whoso moro agree- 
able occupation ho had rcfered, was not tho 
1'rimo Minister, but one of his colleagues. 

Tho Houso debated until early this morn- 
ing the amendment of Mr. Arnold Forstcr, 
Liberal-Unionist for West Belfast, express- 



ing regret that clerical intimidation had 
been exerciaed among the Irish voters, und 
urging the adoption of measures to prevent 
a repetition of audi priestly interference. 

Tho debate brought out some effective 
maiden apeeches, to which Mr. Gladstone 
lisiened with evident iutereatnnd pleasure. 

Sir Henry James, Liberal- Unionist for 
Bury, Lancashire, elicited Opposition cheors 
by contrasting tho language of Mr. Mor- 
ley, Irish Secretary, with that of 
Sir Charles Rusaell concerning clerical 
intimidation in Ireland, and ho asked 
whether Mr. Morley was ready to charac- 
terize as cant, the denunciatory utterances 
of tho Attoriiey-Ucneral on this subject. 
Tho irony of fate, ho said, had brought it to 
pass that Mr. Asquith, who denounced tho 
clerical tactics in tho Meath elections, must 
sit in the cabinet with Mr. llorley, who 
seemed ready to defend them. 

In replying, Sir Charles Russell said this 
speech of Sir Henry James suggested 
to him Lord Kllcnborough'a speeches 
beforo tho Catholic Emancipation. He 
reminded tho Tories of "their joy 
at tho Pope's Encyclical, how they plucked 
Mgr. Persieo's sleeve with ono hand whilst 
they with tho other beat tho Orange drum." 
The amendment had exaggerated the ques- 
tion of clerical intimidation for tho purpose 
of discrediting Home Rulo. 

After speeches by Justin McCarthy, 
leader of tho unti-Purnellitea, and Timothy 
Harrington, Parnellito for the Harbor divi- 
sion of Dublin, the amendment was rejected 
by a vote of 248 to 205. 

Tho Houso will meet to-day for tho con- 
tinuation of tho debate on tho address, 
despite tho fact thut tho Conservatives laafc 
night allowed the debate on tho release of 
the Gweedor prisoners, which immediately 
preceded t hat of Mr. Arnold Foi ster'a amend- 
ment fizzle, to end without a division. The 
Conservative newspapers are beginning to 
complain of the aputhy of tho Unionist 
whips, who, they say, aro allowing the Gov- 
ernment to get too laige majorities. 

EXPLANATIONS WANTED. 

The British Minister Inquires ns to the 
Whys and Wherefores of (the, U. H. 
Protectorate. 

Washington, Feb. 10. — Within a lew 
hours after the arrival in this [city of tho 
newa that Minister Stevens had established 
an American protectorate over the Hawaiian 
Islands, Sir Julian Pauncefote, tho British 
Minister, made hia appearance at tho State 
department. Ho wua for half an hour in 
consultation with Secretary Foster. It is 
believed that Sir Julian called to protest 
against the action of Minister Stevens and 
to serve notico that tho Government of 
Great Britain is not likely to tit idly 
hy and seo this Government assume full 
control of affairs in Hawaii. It is known 
that Sir Julian was informed of tho new 
turn of affairs in Hawaii as quickly as tho 
American Stu to department. The presump- 
tion is that the British Minister at Honolulu 
forwarded the dispatches by tho steamer 
Australia, which arrived at San Francisco 
yesterday morning, and the tenor of the 
dispatches must havo been in the nature of 
a full explanation of tho scheme wddch tho 
American residents of theso Islands, tools of 
Cluua Sprecklea and the sugar conspiratorB, 



ANCIENT AZTECS. 

Ruins of One of Their Cities Discovered by 
Arizona Prospectors. 

PlIUSNIX, Ariz., Feb. 10. — C. Johnstone, 
formerly editor of tho Gazette, nnd William 
Condon, an experienced prospector, ro- 
turned to-day from the mountains, 25 miles, 
nor th west of tho city, und reported tho dis- 
covery of an old Aztec city different from 
any before discovered. Among the many 
hieroglyphics are drawings of men, and on 
un oval shaped stone is a serpent, cross and 
archer. Around these ruins is a atone wall 
or fortification in a good state of prcseiva- 
t ion. Tho phico indicates that there were 
at least 60,000 inhabitants. It is singular 
that these ruina wero not discovered long 
ago, but the country in tho vicinity ia 
mountainous and has been but little pros- 
pected.

While I 
do not know what tho tunnel on tho Grizzly 
Bear cost per foot, I do not believe that the 
work wus dono for us little money us that 
on tho Dandy. In Slocan district some of 
the tunnel work has not coat to exceed $5 a 
foot, and I am led to believe that no work 
yet dono iu tho district has cost to exceed 
$15..

Engineers of the Wrecked "Michigan'' 
in Victoria— Departure of the 
Thermopylae." 



The Derelict Is Not the "Thompson"- 
— Wreckage from the Lost 
"Tapper." 

Shippers nnd sailors all along tho Pacific 
Coast are still guessing aa to thu identity ot 
the wreck reported off the Capo, which it 
was first supposed was the bark Thompson, 
and which it is now thought may be either 
tho bark Detroit or tho ship Snow and Bur- 
gess. Capt. Urcpihart disposes of the re- 
port that the derelict is tho Thompson in 
tho following letter addressed to the 
Colonist yesterday : 

" lu your marine report this morning I 
notico it stated that marine men at Port 
Townsend have come to tho conclusion that 
tho derelict seen southwest of Flattery is 
the Australian bark Georgo Thompson ; 
the reason that they give for saying so is 
that she is painted green above tho copper. 
1 may state that such is not tho caso. 
When the Thompson left Vancouver she 
was painted all black above tho copper, with 
the exception of a white ribbon immedi- 
ately below tho covering bourd. If tho 
derelict sighted off tho Cape has any green 
point on her she cannot be the Thompson." 
THE REASON o't. 

Early yesterday afternoon Capt. Dan Mc- 
intosh's little steam launch the Gorge was 
noticed to go outside tho harbor loaded 
down with passengers. Her mission was 
that of takitig out nine sailors to the ship 
Hawaiian Isles, which was anchored in the 
Royal Roads with coal from Nanaimo for 
San Francisco. 'It is understood it was the 
intention of ('apt. Kustel, commander of tho 
ahip, to carry a Union crew from Nanaimo, 
but as these could not be obtained at less 
than S">0, in addition to the price of their 
fare back, it was decided to take non-union 
sailors, who can bo had at §35 per trip.

THE QUEEN'S SIDE. 

What (.itieeii Idlluokalaiil's Representatives 
lluvo to Sny About Hawaiian 
Affairs. 

San Francisco, Feb. 10 — Tho corre- 
spondent of the Call at Honolulu Ecnds tho 
following in regard to tho visit to this 
country of Paul Neumann and Prince 
Kawauauakoa, commissioners of ex-Quoou 
Liliuokalani, who arrived hero on the 
steamer Australia yesterday morning. The 
facts relating to tho object of the visit of 
the ex-Queeu's commission to Washington 
City have been obtained from the very best 
authority, and aro brielly as foliowB : 
"A royal power of attorney, if it may 
bo so called, or authority, has been 
prepared and signed in triplicate, 
in which Her Majesty agrees to 
relinquish and quitclaim ' all of her 
right, title and interest, together with any 
claims sho helieveB sho still has in the abro- 
gated monarchy of Hawaii, forever, pro- 
vided her commission can prevail upon the 
United States government to givo her good 
and valuable consideration for such relin- 
quishment. This document has been drawn 
by ono of tho best lawyers in Honolulu, 
who is at the samo timo a staunch supporter 
of tho provisional government, it iB fur- 
ther understood that her late Majeaty holds 
one of these documents, her commissioners 
another and tho United States tho third. 
Mr. Neumann refuses to bo interviewed as 
to tho facts of the case, nut as the members 
of the present government are in the secret 
there is little or no doubt as to the general 
provisions of the document," 

Faul Neumann, a member of tho ex- 
queen's cabinet, was a passenger en route 
for Washington City to lay Queen Liliuoka- 
laui's case before tho state department. In 
his talk with an Associated Press represent- 
ative, Neumann waa not inclined 'to bo 
communicative. Ho said that, owing to 
tho nature of his mission, ho must reserve 
his remarks until he reached Washington 
City. He said, however : " With Prince 
David Kawanankoa, nephew of the late 
King Kalakaua, I am tho bearer of dis- 
patches to the state department at Wash- 
ton City. These dispatches aro of a nature 
which I cannot disclose and state the Queen's 
position in a manner that I am sure will 
have considerable weight with tbe President 
and secretary of state." 

" What is the disposition of the Queen to- 
wards the United States?" 

" Sho is as friendly to the United States 
as anybody on the islands, and if the Uni- 
ted States wants to anuex Hawaii, Bhe is 
perfectly willing, if it is done properly. 
The statement that the constitution pro- 
mulgated by the Queen, which precipitated 
the present trouble, would disfranchise the 
whites is untrue. Tho whites on tho islands 
would simply have to becomo naturalized 
citizens the same as in the United States 
before they could voto. The Queen and 
natives objected to having a lot of foreign- 
ers, owing allegiance to other countries, 
come in and run their government for 
them. It is also untrue that, the new con- 
stitution was only the forerunner of an at- 
tempt to confiscate the property of foreign- 
ers and drive them from the islands. In 
these days a small country like Hawaii does 
not treat Buhjeots of great powers like the 
United States and Great Britain in that 
manner." 

"How do the Queen and natives regard 
the action of Minister Stevens in raising 
tho United States Hag and establishing a 
protectorate ? " 

The Queen and her loyal subjects have no 
objections, if the United States chooses to 
accept in such a manner. Speaking for my- 
self, I can Eee no necessity for such action. 
The Queen and natives were content to 
await tho decision of the United States 
Government, and there wa3 no disposition 
on their part to make trouble. The finan- 
cial interests of tho islands are in good con- 
dition. Merchants aro fairly prosperous 
and, although tho operations of tbe Me- 
Kinley act entailed some hardships upon us, 
they could have been overcome in time. I 
shall telegraph notice of our arrival hero to 
the State department at Washington City 
and ask tho government to wait until wo 
get there before taking any action towards 
annexation. We shall start for the East 
probably tomorrow night, and will go 
direct to Washington City." 

MINING PROSPECTS. 

What Mr. Robert Stevenson, of Cariboo, Said 
to a Seattlo Newspaper Man Lately. 

" There is a bright prospect ahead for 
British Columbia mining interests. W e 
expect three roads next summer. The Can- 
ad i Western, w hich i3 almost sure to bo 
built next year, will develop a great min- 
eral, grazing and agricultural country." 
So said Mr. Robert Stevenson, of Cariboo, 
to a Seattlo Telegraph reporter recently. 
Ho first went into the Cariboo country in 
1803. Ho is yet in the prime of life, and 
though he carried Ids pack, often weighing 
100 pounds and over, across the mountains 
on snow shoes thirty years ago, he does not 
show the effect of it. 

" I was," he continued "in Cariboo when 
tho world-famous Diller wash-up of 1,221 
ounces of gold was made in 21 hours by two 
picks in 1863. This was followed next day 
by a wash-up of 90, and tho following day 
by 80 ounces. Diller, Loring and Curry, 
all Americans, wdio made tho wash-up, 
cleared $66,000 each in three months. It 
is interesting to know that James Loring 
wan buried in Victoria, by subscription in 
1S75, Hard Curry was thrown from a 
homo in Arizona and his neck broken, 
dying penniles", and Diller died a mill- 
ionaire in Pennsylvania. I knew all 
the parties well. I a ho was well ac- 
quainted witli William Wallace Cunning- 
ham, the noted Kentucky miner and fron- 
tiersman, lie was a celebrated character in 
Cariboo and nil over the Northwest. Cun- 
ningham's widow and mother-in-law arc 
now living in Seattle, his widow having re- 
married. Tie re were a lot of dashing 
fellows in the mines of those days, one-half 
of them being Americans, They were 
brave, hardy fellows, full of spirit and dar- 
ing. Four-fifths ni these old-timers are 
now dead and gone. There have been groat 
changes."

dian territory to another port therein, pro- 
viding that a dato bo fixed to make tho bill 
a special order.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Assessment Rol3, 

Boitenacted by the Corporation of thoCity 
of Victoria, by the Council I hereof, as follows : 

1 . It h hereby declared that a distinction for 
the purpose of assessment shall bo mode be- 
tween land nnd Improvements situate within 
tho municipality limits of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria. 

2. Land situate within the said limits 
shall bo estimated for tho purpose of assess- 
ment at Its actual cash value, as It would bo 
appraised in payment of a just debt from a 
solvent debtor. 

3. Improvements situate within tho said 
limits shall ho estimated for tho purpose of 
assessment nt fifty per cent of their actual cash 
value, as they would bo appraised in payment 
of a. just debt from a solvent debtor. 

i. Tho Assessor shall begin to mako tho 
assessment on or before tho fourth Friday in 
January, and complete the same on or before 
tho second Tuesday In May, and tho assess- 
ment shall be made on tho said second Tuesday 
in Mil 3- in each year. 

5. Tho Assessment Roll shall he returned \>y 
the Assessor to tho Clork of the MinaWpaV 
ity on or beforo tho third Saturday in May 
In each year. 

G, In tho construction of this by-law the ex- 
pressions " Land" and "Improvements" shall 
have respectively tho meanings given to there 
In Section 2 of the Municipal Act. 1SS2. 

7. Tho Land and Improvement AssessmcBt 
By-Law, 1882, and any by-law or bylaws con- 
tabling any provision or provisions which may

Moro noticeable to the goncral public 
than all our: other achievements in Egypt 
have been the great public works com- 
pleted and put, in progress during the last 
ten years, to find u parallel for the great- 
ness of which wo must go back to the days 
of the Pharaohs, To mention cue only of 
theso works, we havo completed the Kile 
harrage, a project mooted by Bonaparte's 
French savants, and begun under Mehemot 
Ali, though Dually abandoned by the 
Egyptian Government Knglitli engineers 
took hold of the work after our occupation 
of Egypt, and now a magnificent dam, with 
gates over the Rosolta and D-uiiioMa 
branches of the !N'ile, where tho main river 
.splits up into them at the head of the Delta, 
rai es the Nile behind the gates when the 
river is at its lowest ebb, and gives im- 
mediate mid remarkable beuelit to irr ga- 
tion. 

None of the works could have been more 
than thought of under a native Egyptian 
regime. The country, when tho British 
interfered, was bankrupt. Its credit was 
gone and its affairs were administered in 
the most abominable way. But, although 
British occupation has been of untold ad- 
vantage to the people of Egypt, yet the na- 
tive ruling class moved by blind jealousy 
and tho French politicians actuated by envy 
and national distrust, would rather eeo tho 
Egyptians fall back to tho miserable condi- 
tion in which they lived a few years ago 
than have tho British remain in tho coun- 
try. But Egypt is not going to be evacu- 
ated just yet. 



BROUGHT TO BOOK. 

It is said that the Government of France 
docs not look upon the prompt and vigorous 
proceedings of tho representative of the 
British Government in Egypt with feelings 
of either pleasure or approbation. The 
French havo acquiesced in the occupation of 
Egypt by England because they could not 
very well help themselves, but they havo 
expressed their wishjnetty plainly that the 
occupation Bbould not lust longer than was 
absolutely necessary. 

Tho assertion of the young Khedive of 
his independence a few weeks ago seems to 
havo biien an experiment. He dismissed a 
Prime Minister who was friendly to Great 
Britain and who approved of the policy of 
the BritiBh, and put in his placo a man who 
was in sympathy with tho French i.nd who 
was, besides, opposed to the reforms intro- 
duced by the British. By this act Abbas 
Pasha wanted the world to know that he 
intended no longer to submit to British 
dictation in managing the affairs of Egypt. 

Tho French politicians watched the pro- 
ceedings with lively interest. What they 
expected is not very well known, but what 
they saw showed them very clearly that in 
the opinion of tho British Govcrnmont tho 
tiino had not arrived in which they could, 
in justico to themselves and with safety to 
Ejypt, withdraw from that country and 
leave it in the hands of its young ruler and 
his advisers, nativo and foreign. Lord 
Cromer, who represents the British Govern- 
ment in Cairo, Boon found means to lot the 
Khedive know that ho was not freo to 
break up and re-form ministries without 
consulting him and without the approval of 
those whom he represented. It did not 
tako tho young man long to find out that ho 
had committed u very serious niiatake, and 
ono which, if not corrected at once, would 
he followed by exceedingly unpleasant con- 
sequences to hin> personally. The Times in 
describing tho situation says : 

Lord Cromer on presenting himself yes- 
terday at the Abdin Palaoe, found that tho 
twenty-four hours allowed for reflection 
upon his representations had convinced tho 
Khedive of tho wisdom of withdrawing 
from an untenable position. IIi3 Highness 
expressed regret for recent events, an- 
nounced the" unconditional revocation of 
Fakhri Pasha's appointment, and declared 
it to 1>3 his most earnest wish to work in 
perfect harmony with the English Govern- 
ment, lie further promised that for tho 
future, ho would on all important occasions 
follow the advice of the British Consul- 
General as long a3 British occupation en- 
dures, 

Whether tho prompt retraction and frank 
apology proved that tho Khedive possesses 
" moral courage " and "strength ot char- 
acter " there may be two opinions. Some 
uncharitable people who have little respect 
for Eastern Royalties, may look upon them 
us signs of weakness of character and of Lhe 
consciousness of utter helplessness. 

There can bo no question that the British 
remain in Egypt as much for the good of 
tho Egyptians, high and low, as in the in- 
terest of the people of Great Britain. The 
reforms which have been effected in that 
couutry since its occupation by the British 
are many and easily seen. In finance, in 
the administration of justice, in education, 
and in the condition of the peasant class, 
fie improvements made by tho English 
have been great and conspicuous, ooniu of 
tho public works which they havo under- 
taken and carried out have changed tho 
whole face of the country. This is what is 



HOW ARE THE MIGHTY FALLEN I 

The punishment of tho men convicted of 
fraud in the Panama canal transactions docs 
not appear lo be very severe. The degra- 
dation involved in a criminal convict ion .to 
such men as Count Ferdinand Lcsseps 
and Charle3 Lcsseps and their associates 
is indeed a terrible punishment. But this 
apart, considering the magnitude of the 
oifencc, tho number of persons who havo 
been defrauded and the misery which they 
havo caused, the sentences ol theso swindlers 
do not seem to be severe. Tho highest 
fino amounts to only nix hundred dollars, 
and the longest term of imprisonment to no 
more than live years. Men uro every day 
punished much moro severely for lighter 
crimes. 

It does seem unutterably sael to see a man 
in the position of Count Ferdinand Lcsseps, 
the man wdio conceived and constructed 
that magnificent work, tho Suez Canal, 
doomed to pass his lu3t days in disgrace 
and in prison. The fame of Lesseps will 
livoaslongas the earth endures. The builder 
of tho Suez Canal is ono of the world's 
greatest benefactors. As long as there is any 
record of that work, so long will the name 
of Ferdinand Leascp3 live, and ao long will 
men be told of the crime that tarnished his 
brilliant reputation. 

As M. Lesseps is such a very old man, 
and as he has done such nohlo service for 
mankind, it is not likely that the sentence 
against him will he executed. But the fact 
that it has been pronounced cannot be hid- 
den, and tho world cannot but conclude 
that it was deserved. If there wns any way 
of avoiding tho dread conclusion, if 
thoso who tried tho caEe could find uny 
flaw in tho evidence, if his guilt was not 
made manifest by testimony that was irre- 
sistible in its force, tho judges woulel have 
avoided tho dreadful duty of consigning no 
eminent a man and one who had done so 
much good to the world to infamy. As for 
tho younger and less eminent criminals, 
they deservo both tho punishment and the 
disgrace. Their conviction will bo a warn- 
ing to men of ull nations who aro tempted 
to ongago in impossible but attractive en- 
terprises for no other purpose than to enrich 
themselves from tho money they might 
obtain from confiding peoplo on falso pre- 
tences. 



.the display of forje made by Consul-General 
Stevens, and by tho knowledge that the 
country was under the protectorate of ao 
powerful a nation as the United States. 

It docs not seem that Mr. Stevens acted 
on instructions from his Government. 
What bedid appears to have been entirely on 
his own responsibility. As his interference 
lias been successful it is more than probable 
that he will bo commended by tho Govern- 
ment for what hehas dono. But it is by 
no means certain that tho United States 
will undertake to deprive the poople of the 
Hawaiian Islands of their freedom and 
either annex that country as a territory 
without a territory's privileges of self- 
government, or usbuiuo a protectorate over 
it, making it a kind of nondescript depend- 
ency of the G reut Republic Tho inhabitants 
of the Hawaiian Islands, under tho provi- 
sional government, have already lost some 
of the most valuable privilegea of free men. 
Their press has been niuzz'ed and they, 
as if they were African savages, 
are forbidden to import arms nnel ammu- 
nition. It is a Huh! inconsistent to see 
high-handed proceedings like these resorted 
to in a peaceful country under the auspices 
of the United States of America. 

It'is not a little singular that, there are 
no complaints of misrule under tho adminis- 
tration of Queen Liliuokuluni, No one eays 
that aha oppressed the peoplo or attempted 
to oppress them. We have seen it asserted 
that tho courts of I ho Hawaiian Islands 
were clean, that justice was well adminis- 
tered. Tin's is saying a great deal in favor 
of the Queen's rule. Wo aro told that two 
bad laws were onacted, but it is not con- 
tended that they were enacted in an uncon- 
stitutional manner. If every government 
uueler which had laws are enacted is to be 
overturned there will he left very few stand- 
ing on this or any other continent. The 
origin of the Hawaiian revolution was evi- 
dently neither oppression nor misrule.

A MAN OF ACTION.

The revolution hud 
hardly commenced when ho had a strong 
forco of American soldiers on the spot, and 
it could not havo been properly said to be 
ended when he recognized tho Government 
set up by the revolutionists. Before tho 
Provisional Government had got well to 
work, and before its members knew whether 
or not any resistance would be offered by 
tho subjects of the Queen who continued 
loyal, ho had issued a proclamation declar- 
ing that the whole country was under the 
protection of the United States. This 
John L. U a rustler truly. There may 
be some who think that he lias 
displayed an exc.ss of zed. But 
it can hardly ho denied that his 
interference ban, on tho whole, done 
good. It has helped to maintain law and 
order and prevented the people from feel- 
ing all tho evil and unpleasant effects that 
generally follow a sudden and a violent 
change of Government. 

The Kanakas are an easy-going peoplo, 
and their loyalty is evidently not of the 
burning kind. None of them seem disposed 
to risk much to placo tho Queen on the 
throne again, and those of them who may 
havo been inclined lo head a reactionary 
movement were most probably deterred by

SporlKinen Meet. 

At a joint meeting of the Union and Vic- 
toria Gun clubs last evening, over which 
Mr. Bickford presided, committees wero ap- 
pointed to wait upon the citizens and secure 
subscriptions toward the annual meeting of 
the Sportmen'a Association to be held hero 
in June, and also to draw up a programme. 
The estimated cost of tho tournament is 
about $2,000, and it will bring here for sev- 
eral days representatives of all tho gun 
clubs in the Northwest. The question of 
feeding the starving game birds while tho 
snow is on tho ground, was also discussed 
last evening, but no action was taken. 
The clubs are of the opinion that tho matter 
is one which rests entirely with tho farmers, 
for if tho bids are hungry they invariably 
find their way to the barns. 

Tinilcs and Labor Council. 
There was a full attendance of the dele- 
gates to the Trades and Labor Council in 
the Sir William Wallace hall last evening. 
After the formal business of tho council had 
been disposod of a discussion was entered 
into upon the merits of the Government bill 
for tho appointment of a Labor Cominis 
sion and Boards of Conciliation and Arbi- 
tration. During the discussion of tho bill 
by the delegates considerable satisfaction 
■was expressed at the step the Government 
had taken towards recognizing the claims of 
labor in the legislation of tho country, 
There are parts in the bill to which tho 
council objected, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon tho Government and 
lay beforo it the views of tho unions re- 
presented at the council board. 

CfliumMIrd on Many Counts. 

John O'Neill and William Watson were 
jointly arraigned in yesterday's Police court 
on the charge of having stolen property in 
their possession ; evidence wai given and 
the ease was sent up for trial. Then tho 
luckless twain were charged with the lar- 
ceny of certain clothing and jewelry found 
in their possession, and also committed for 
trial on this count. One of the chief wit- 
nesses for the pros' cution was Mr. Young, 
of the New England, v. ho described 
O'Neill's visit to his house. When inter- 
rupted in his tour" of the premises O'Neill 
said he was looking for room SI, which, by 
the way, has no existence at the New 
England, Witness accused O'Neill of being 
a thief, and tho latter ran up the back 
stairs to the third door. In his ascent Mr. 
Voting caught him by the foot, his over- 
shoe slipping off, thus enabling him to 
escape. Then O'Neill turned and assaulted 
him, finally threatening him with a revolver. 
The thief then escaped by tho lire ladder, 
and when arrested woro the tell-talo over- 
shoe matching tho one kept as a souvenir 
by Mr. Young. O'Neill was committed for 
trial for entering the New England with in- 
tent to steal. 

Effects of the Thaw. 

Among the effects of the unusual amount 
of snow now lying on tho buildings, and 
which many property owners appear to 
think will do well enough to melt away the 
best it can, will bo noted the collapse of a 
barn belonging to Mr. Stelly of Saanioh. 
Tho barn contained seven horses at the 
.time of tho wreck, but, strange to say, none 
of them were seriously injured. The weight 
of the snow crushed in tho roof and shat- 
tered the side walls to such an extent that 
the entire building will have to be rebuilt. 
Tho stablo used by Geo. Vienna on Broad 
street has also been considerably damaged 
by the unusual weight of snow. The roof 
of the Synagogue is said to be in a shaky 
condition, and an effort will bo made to re- 
move the snow before any serious damage 
results. A small avalanche fell from the 
roof of tho Duck building on the kitchen of 
tho place adjoining, which it caused to 
resemble a railroad wreck touched up by a 
cyclone, The Duck building is somewhat 
damaged from water which has escaped 
from burst pipes. Various small accidents 



have occured i<\ several portions of the city, 
and people are •beginning to understand that

rather than the romantic. Delicacy of ex- 
pression and accuracy aro the most pro- 
minent characteristics of her individual 
performances, rather than any effort at 
effect or desiro to excite admiration by 
musical gymnastics.

Interesting to Mtnr Gazers. 

Orrin B. Harmon writes to tho Post- 
Intelligencer : "Mars and Jupiter are 
prominent objects in the western skies. 
They were in conjunction January 25, but 
Mars is making a rapid flight towards tho 
cast, so that the two planets aro fast separ- 
ating. February 1 they passed the meri- 
dian about thirteen minutes apart, and by 
tho last of February thoy will be ono hour 
apart. The difference in their time of set- 
ting is, however, somewhat greater. On 
February 15 Mars Eels a few minutes pat,t 
II o'clock p.m., and Jupiter about one hour 
eurlior; while at tho last of tho month 
Mars sets at nearly the same time as on 
February 15, and Jupiter about one hour 
and forty minutes earlier. 

Venus is a morning star, risins? about !)0 
minutes before the aan on Fobruary 15. 
This planet is slowly approaching the sun 
and they will bo in conjunction May I. 
Saturn pisses the meridian about 3 o'clock 
in the morning February 15. At that lime 
it will liso a little after 9 o'clock in the 
evening, and will consequently bo con- 
spicuous in the eustern skies during the 
spring months. Tho planet is slowly 
approaching tho celestial equator from tho 
south, and will be near the great equatorial 
circle during tho year 1893. As a result of 
Saturn's nearness to the celestial equator, 
the planet will be nearly an equal time 
above and below the horizon for the greater 
part of the year. While wo are contemplat- 
ing tho phases and movements of the 
planets, wo must not forget to watch tho 
stately march of Orion and his retinue, 
now crowning the meridian in tho early 
evening. 



A special meeting of the City Council was 
held last evening,'_thero being present all 
tho members of tho Board except Aid. 
Henderson. 

Tho following by-laws wero introduced on 
message from tho Mayor, viz : A by-law 
relating to publia health ; a by-law to 
authorize tho borrowing of a certain sum of 
money in anticipation of the revenuo for 
lSD.'j ; a by-law to limit the number of 
licenses for tho city of Victoria. 

The Street committee reported that con- 
tracts had been awarded to Charles Wil- 
liams, for repairing tho James Pay bridge 
at$l,4G3.S0, and for tidewalk construction 
to Thos, Elliott, th-su being tho lowest 
tenderers who had complied with all tho 
conditions. 

ALD. BKLYKA, from the Police committee, 
reported that tho charges against Chief 
Sheppard had not been sustained. The let- 
ter containing the charges and tho evidence 
taken at the investigation was forwarded 
with the roport 

Au>. Bet.y \ introduced his by-law, of 
which nMauu nad been given, to amend the 
Council by law. It was read a first time 
and ordered to be typo- written for distribu- 
tion. Aid. Belyea said ho had some amend- 
ments to make, but they -were of such a 
character that they would require the con- 
sideration of tho whole Council. 

Ald. Belyka's motion, that tho clerk 
supply the aldermen with necessary station- 
ery, etc., was passed unanimously. 

The Finance committee recommended 
payment of accounts, amounting to §001.95, 
out of the general revenuo of the city. 

Ald. Braoo Baid he thought the sewer- 
age work was to bo carried on under the 
Local Improvement by-law, and he did not 
see now the salary of tho Sanitary Engineer 
could ho paid out of the general revenue, 
Ho thought it was time the City Engineer 
was placed under the Sanitary Engineer, or 
vice vevct. He thought it strango that the 
Sanitary Engineer could get his salary paid 
while money could not be found to pay a 
few workingmen to 6hove! snow. 

ALD. Baker said that men working on 
the Dapont drain could not get paid, and 
he couldn't see how Mr. Mohtin could get 
his money. 

Tho MAYOR explained that ho had al- 
ready signed tho cheque to pay the men 
working on the Dupont drain. 

ALD. McKlIXIOAN said that the Board 
had decided to retain Mr. Mohun until the 
plan of sewerage was completed. 

Ald Styles thought it was time tho ex- 
penses of tho engineering department were 
cut down. It was costing the city over 
§900 per month, a thin;; unknown in the 
history of tho city. 

ALD. BelYEA said ho had hoped, the 
matter having been threshod out before, 
that when it camo up again there 

would not be a repetition of tho wail 

of woo from tho three aldermen who seemed 
to think it their business to object to tho 
sewerage. Had he known as much about 
the sewerage contract as he did now ho 
would never have signed the report of the 
committee recommending that tho sewerage 
commissioners should not bo re-elected. 
Tho contract, us ho had since discovered, 
contained a clause which provided that the 
work could only bo taken over by the 
commissioners and the engineer. Tho 
Council would therefore have to re-appoint 
these commissioners. 

TlIK MAYOR said he was well awaro of 
that clause in the contract. There was no 
harm douo yet, and the three commissioners 
or any other three could bo appointed when 
necessary. 

ALD. BRAOO tried to speak again, but was 
called to order. 

Ar.n. BRAOO, who had already spoken, 
moved in amendment that the report be 
laid over until funds wero available. 

On a question of order being raised us to 
whether an alderman who bad spoken could 
move an amendment, 

TllE MAYOR decided that on account of 
the small number of members of the Coun- 
cil he would allow this to be done. In the 
Legislature it would not do, he said, but in 
the Council it could "go." 

The original motion to adopt the report 
was carried. 

The Mayor brought up the by-law to re- 
peal the Sewerago Commissioners by-law. 
On motion to adopt the report of committee 
of tho whole, 

Ald. BklYEA ngain drew attention to 
what he had previously said, that the Coun- 
cil could only get rid of the contractor by 
means of Commissioners, and be did not 
seo why tho by-law which gave the Council 
authority to appoint Commissioners should 
be repealed. 

After a long discussion, which covered 
the old ground, the vote was taken on tho 
motion to repeal the by-law. Tho vote being 
a tie, tho Mayor cast his vote in favor. 

Al.D. Belyea inquired when tho Council 
was going to bo called together to consider 
tho estimates, and whose business it was to 
prepare them ? 

The Council adjourned at 0:10 p m.

Prospects of Canada, 

New York, Feb. 10. — Bradstrect's to- 
morrow will aay : Tho features of tho week 
includo a cheek to transportation by rail of 
grain, produce and merchandise throughout 
portions of the Central and Western States, 
and iu the Northwest an unprecedented 
clearing out of old stocks of winter goods 
by interior merchants; a check in tho de- 
mand for wool and the rapid development 
of Gulf porta as exporters of wheat. 
Pig iron prices are closo to bed rock. 
Tho increases in price includo wheat, ;>o ; 
oats, Jo: leather, hides and rubber, leading 
grocery staples, live cattlo and hogs, pota- 
toes and steel billets, with a marked ten- 
dency on tho part of shoes to advauco at 
first hands. This is balanced by a shading 
of prioes of print cloths, a weakness iu sev- 
eral grades of cotton goods, a decline of 
several points in whiskey and tobacco. 

Tho New York stock market is dull and 
depressed on tho refusal of both Houses of 
Congress to consider the Sherman Act. The 
gold shipments to Franco this week aggre- 
gate §4,000,000, exchango rates having 
risen 1 j to 488 for demand sterling on the 
refusal of the Bank of Franco to pay inter- 
est on the premiums uf gold consignments. 

Prices generally aro Grm in Ontario and 
tho outlook for tho spring trado ia good. 
Mercantile collections havo been made more 
promptly than expected. In tho Province 
of Quebec, boots and shoes and leather arc 
more active. Travellers are sending in fair 
spring orders for dry goods. Collections 
aro not generally prompt. Halifax wires 
that general trade is dull, that there aro 
only fair orders for spring delivery, and col- 
lections aro slow. The bank clearings at 
Toronto, Montreal, Hamilton and Halifax 
aggregate $10,930,000 this week, 19 per 
cent, less than last week and 2.G per ceut. 
tnorb than in tho liko week ono year ago. 
There are this week -15 business failures in 
tho Dominion of Canada, as compared with 
51 last week, OS iu tho liko week of 189:2, 
and ,'IS during the same week in 1891.

Philadelphia, Feb. 10. — At tho annual 
dinner of the Catholic club, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, replying to the toast "The Church

Thank God, wc can all say in this 
free country, with the apostles, 'Tho 
word of God is not bound.' " Archbishop 
Ryan iu his address opposed any union of 
the church and stato as it is ordinarily 
understood. In conclusion, ho said : " I 
hope the Catholic church will be worthy of 
this glorious country, which in the future it 
will religiously rule."

INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES BILL. 
Mil. Huntkk inquired when work on tho 
Industrial Disputes Bill would be con- 
tinued. 

Ho.v. Col. Baker replied, on Monday, 
ARBITRATION nil. I.. 

The House went into committee of the 
wholo on the Arbitration Bill, Mr. Smith in 
the chair. 

The committee rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

PUBLIC HEALTH ACT. 

ffo:<\ Mr. Turner moved the second 
reading of the Public Health Act. I! 
drew attention to the fact that this was a 
very important measure, nnd briefly re- 
viewed Eome ol ito chief provisions*; In tho 
first placS <t provided for tho establishment 
ct " a Provinoial !*ourd of Health to 
consist 6t Sv e members, four of whom 
should be medical men. Tho duties of this 
Board would be exter^Vo. Amongst other 
things they would have to arrange for the 
appointment of local boards of health, 
which would have the cattjing out of Uie 
regulations made by the central organiza- 
tion. The Provincial Board of Health 
would also arrange for the collection of 
statistics and general information rolating 
to health and sanitary matters with a view 
of using this material in such a way as to 
enablo local boards of health to deal with 
diseaso and epidemics, should such unfortu- 
nately occur, and in tho meantime to guard 
against them. Tho local boards of health 
wero given extensive powers to arrange, In 
their own jurisdictions, to provent the in- 
troduction and spread of disease, to regu- 
late drainage, cleanliness, etc. , and also— an 
important matter— to regulate unwholesome 
trades, these being often very detrimental 
to the public health. He also drew atten- 
tion to tho fact that this bill was, to a 
great extent, compiled from acts on the 
statute books of other provincea of the 
Dominion and of other countries. The 
Ontario Public Health Act, for instance, 
had been the result of « rather severe ex- 
perience during tho smallpox epidemic of 
1885, and the effect of the Ontario legisla- 
tion had been very beneficial and very suc- 
cessful. There had been to some extent a 
feeling of antagonism between certain dis- 
tricts and municipalities because the 
methods of each wero different, but the 
present bill would remove this by making 
ono uniform system to cover the whole 
province. This would prevent different 
districts having different systems or methods 
to combat disease, and there was 
also a provision in the hill to 
enable municipalities to combine for health 
purposes, so that the expense to each would 
bo in thi3 way reduced. Legislation of a 
similar character to the bill now before the 
House was becoming universal, and tho 
trend o c it all was to centralize the system 
so as to more adequately protect the public 
health. It had been found by experience 
that it was best to have the districts and 
municipalities all working together for the 
one purpose and in the same way, so that 
when disease appeared they were nil pre- 
pared to copo with it intelligently and 
effectively. Ho was sure the bill would 
bo received with favor by the House, 

Hon. Mh. BEAVEN said that lie was satis- 
fied the intentions of the lion. Finance 
Minister wore good, hut should the present 
bill become law, instead of it having a 
beneficial effect, it would create hostility 
and friction between the Province nnd tho 
municipalities. The Government had quite 
enough to do to look after its own affairs 
without interfering with the municipalities. 
If the Government was going to inlet fero 
with tho cities and appoint a lot of incom- 
petent men as had been done, they should 
have to pay the bills. To say that an irre- 
sponsible executive should have power to 
appoint an irresponsible Board of Health 
witli power to interfero with the muni- 
cipalities, was entirely contrary to the 
spirit of constitutional government. He 
bad some experience of tho kind last sum- 
mer, when the lion. Attorney-General 
attempted to resurrect an obsolete 
law, and on tlin strength of this 
evolved a conglomeration of con- 
tradictory and unintelligible rules and 
regulations which no one could understand. 
Possibly this might pass in British Colum- 
bia, but it would not ho tolerated anywhere 
cko in tho British Empire However, 
this was a matter of the past, and as the 
authority for these regulations did not exist 
and never existed, it did not make much dif- 
ference. He had not expected the debate 
on this measure would huvo been reached 
to-day, or ho would have shown that the 
law under which tho lion. Attorney-General 
had presumed to act was out of date and had 
long beon repouled. Tlio lion. Premier had 
£one further, too, and hud passed a rule that 



there should be no appeal to the courts, thus 
endeavoring to set aside ihe power of those 
courts, a proceeding which would never be 
allowed anywhere except in Russia, 
(js-rhapi not even there. And now 
r n.ii proposed by the present bill 
to perpetuate this kind of thing. He would 
not huvo opposed the appointment of a 
Provincial Board of Health under ordinary 
circumstances, but when such monstrous 
propositions as wero mudo in this bill were 
put beforo him, ho could not do otherwise, 
and would certainly oppose the second read- 
ing. 

Hon, Mr Davie replied to the hon. 
leader of the Opposition in a forciblo speech, 
in which he reviewed the events of tho 
smallpox outbreak of last summer, and 
showed tho cause of tho uctiou of tho Gov- 
ernment in issuing tho rules and regulations 
re public health, and tho beneficial result 
they had produced. Tho Government, he 
said, had taken hold at a time of general 
panic, and had dono no moro than was its 
bounden duty. It had not wished to 
interfere, and would not have done so 
had it not been forced into action 
by the inactivity of tho corporation. 
It was all well enough now for tho hon. 
leader of die Opposition to say that tho act 
under which tho rules wero issued wus ob- 
solete and had been repealed, but when 
thoso rules were beforo tho Supremo court, 
they wero upheld and enforced by injunc- 
tion, and this would not have been dono if 
they had not been legal. He again pointed 
out the fact that similar legislation was in 
force in other countries, and that this bill 
was simply following tho precedent almost 
universally laid down. 

Dr. MlLNE said that there was no medi- 
cal man in the world who bad a more thor- 
ough belief in the efficacy of good health 
laws than bo had. Prefacing his remarks 
with this statement, ho reviewed the his- 
tory of the smallpox outbreak in the city of 
Victoria, lust summer, and argued that the 
Government bad unwarrantably interfered 
at a time when the city officials were doing 
everything in their power aud everything 
that could have been expected under the 
circumstances. He claimed that in tho 
differences of opinion between Dr. Davie 
and himself he had always been right, as 
had been shown by the subsequent acts and 
letters of the Provincial Health Ollicer. The 
debate had come on unexpectedly, and, 
consequently, ho was unprepared with his 
documents. He therefore moved the ad- 
journment of the debate. 

The House adjourned at o:50 p, m. 

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 
Two returns wero presented yester- 
day by Hon. Col. Baker. One was 
of copien of correspondence between 
the Provincial and Dominion (lov- 
ernmcnts on the question of Federal 
public works j tho other was a return of the 
judgment of tho Supremo Court of Canada 
upholding the validity of Provincial legisla- 
tion. 

Two witnesses were examined before the 
Eelect committee on Carpenter Creek claims 
yesterday. Another meeting of the com- 
mittee will be held on Tuesday. 

Tho debate on the Public Health Act is 
set down to he continued on Monday. It 
will probably last for several hours yet. 

The anti-Chinese resolution will bu moved 
again this year by Mr, Smith. Notice of it 
was given yesterday. 

Night sessions will not probably begin 
until towards the cud of next week. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven is preparing his amend- 
ment to the Municipul Act. 

The Private Rills committee is to meet 
again on Monday,

Hon. G- VY. Ross, who a short time since 
returned fafftn a trip to Europe iu which he 
combined, holh business) and pleasure, in thus 
resported iu an interview with a Toronto 
Mail reporter : 

''Iwaati* Franco and Germany," said 
Mr. R08n ) " and visited the largo univerai- 
ties of Berlin and LcipBic and a good many 
of tho PuldiC aohools of Germany. One of 
the featufOB of tho University of Leipaio is 
ita wonderful library of 400,000 volumes, 
erected by tho littlo Kingdom of Saxony at 
a cost of half a million dollars— I suppose 
one of tho litest university libraries in the 
world aa vfstl as tho largest. Tlicro aro 
some Canadians pursuing their Btudiea at 
Leipsic. APout 1,500 students attend tho 
university, taking arts, philosophical, medi- 
cal and huv Courses. Somo Toronto young 
ladies Wcro mot who are taking music 
courses, which are, of course, not included 
in the Uiiiv'Or^ity course. 

"In Ej)R*9nd I visited some training 
schools lot teachers, the Kensington Art 
school, and the Royal School of Mines, and 
observed f f myself also tha teaching in 
some of tho largo Public schools of England. 
The Knglifjli school system ia not organized 
as ours ia. put from a personal examina- 
tion of a nUtfiber of tho schools and of the 
pupils, 1 ftiji quite satisfied they do very 
good work, [kiid I believe there is greater 
activity in Qtlucational circles in England 
now than oyer thcro was, particularly in 
tho direction of establishing technical 
schools, it rho present Gladstone Admin- 
istration !u.at9, I think they will also organ- 
ize their secondary schools. As a matter of 
fact they b^VO no system of secondary educa- 
tion in Euclid. It ia nearly all voluntary. 
But they cln "Very lino work in tho English 
schools. Th.0 rooms are not as comfortable 
or aa cheerful as our Canadian school rooms, 
and 1 thiuK l ho teacher is more under the 
restraint of departmental regulations than 
in Canada, lie is not allowed to exercise 
hia own individuality aa in Canada. 

" They tench music better than wo do, 
and I thinU they pay more attention to 
drill and Calisthenics in tho elementary 
schools, tfit* attention is devoted to his- 
tory and liter'tture than in our schools. In 
geography, grammar and arithmetic I saw 
some very fi^od work, though tho grammar 
is more teehnical, more like tho grammar 
taught in o'lr schools twenty years ago. I 
met Mr. Adand, vice-President of th 
Privy CoiiriQj'l, which corresponds to the 
Minister of Education here. He is a very 
bright, progressive man, indeed. 1 also 
met prof. S'll'y, who tenches psychology in 
the Univertdty of London, and a number of 
inspectors unci leading educationists in Rug. 
laud and (Jec<*iany, 

"por Qrgt.clasa work, however, the Ger- 
man schools' a r e superior to any I know of 
on the other side of the water. Tho drill 
is a great feature in these sdtools. The 
average atttiixlance at German schools is 
higher than Ui any country in tho world. I 
suppose compulsory legislation and tho 
severe training imparted by their system 
doea that. There are two ways to arrive at 
the value of school system," continued 
Mr. Ross. '< One is by observing tho re- 
sults und the Other by studying the system. 
I did both iu England and Germany, In 
prance 1 studied only the legal aspects of 
the system. While I do not speak from 
personal acquaintance, I understand from 
those who hftV* studied tho French system 
that the SohOoIt are progressive and that 
great strides have been made in the last few 
years. The V r eneh art schools are well to- 
wards the fr-ori t. 

" Fronl anything I have seen, however," 
coiitiiuieLi ije, Ross, " there is no reason in 
the world for flaking any radical change in 
our system. VVe have the outline of as 
good an organisation as they have in Ger- 
many. What We want merely ia to perfect, 
it in its details* and that is a matter that 
requires time. What I have seen encour- 
ages me very jiuich along this line, :o that 
there shall bs f>o waste of tho labor of tiiC 
teacher or of the pupil. Wherever the 
organization \yUB complete results were re- 
latively satisfactory. They have nowhere 
a system of 8 e ondary or High school edu- 
cation ctpiiil to what we have in 
Canada, and they have nowhere sys- 
tematized the training of teachers any 
better than v*'e have done in Ontario, 
although it is possible that, by reason of the 
prolonged tetftte of training both in Ger- 
many and England, teachers enter upon 
their work riittMr better prepared than wo 
can expect to y^'ith our shorter term of train- 
ing, i thin!; the system of inspection both 
in England i>nd Germany is stricter, and 
has more of th.0 lone of officialism about it, 
than what prevails in Ontario. Both in 
(lei-many and England (hp people are 
models of lilK>[- ; dity in the support of their 
syntems of education from tho elementary 
schools up to the universities. I wish wo 
had inoro of H here," concluded Mr. Ross.

A Brave QflKt.r's Terrible Offenco Against

SAN DOMINGO. 

American Capitalists Control the Customs 
Bevenues of the Republic— Brighter 
rroBpects for the Future. 

New Fork, Feb. 10.— The Republio of 
San Domingo bus officially granted to a 
syndicate of American capitalists tho right 
to collect the customs duos of tho country. 
Tho people were opposed to allowing tho 
syndicate to exercise this right, which 
it had obtained by purchasing tho privilege 
conceded by tho repubio to Holl & Co., 
bankers. Representatives of the syndicate, 
however, viaited San Domingo and nego- 
tiated successfully with the president. 
San Domingo has issued bonds to the 
amount of £130,000, and Messrs. Wcat- 
endorpb, bankers, of Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, represent the bondholders. 

The syndicate to which tho bonds have 
been transferred is known as the San 
Domingo Improvement company, of Now 
York. S. M. Weed, president, Chaa. \V, 
Wells, vice-president. Among the directors 
ure Warner Miller, H. A. Beck and Everett 

H. Wheeler. 

Lawyer Well.", who returned from San 
Domingo on We Inesday, said his mission 
was a complete success. Ho spent a groat 
deal of Issue in negotiating with President 
L'Heureux, and tho Government with- 
draws all opposition to the transfer 
of the privileges, tho syndicato to 
control the custom houso after March 

I. Tho principal difficulty in lato years 
in tho administration of affairs in San 
Dominga was due to smuggling carried on 
south of the island. This is to bo stopped 
at once, und then tho full revenue of tho 
island will be collected, thus providing a 
sufficient sum to cover tho budget of tho 
Government, as well aa meet tho full in- 
terest charges on bonds now outstanding. 

"Wo found," continued Mr. WellB, 
"that a largo international debt had ac- 
cumulated by reason of the falling off of 
customs receipts. That debt is to be met 
by the issue of a new series of bonds by 
the company, in two years amounting 
to £1,250,000. Tho company has made 
a contract to complete tho railroad 
from Porto Plata to Santiago with the right 
to operate it for Gfty yours. San Domingo 
ia very heavily in debt. Ii all tho customs 
revenues, however, are collected there will 
be enough money to meet the interest on 
the bonds. Our object id to protect our- 
selves as bond bidders by seeing that the 
customs duties are collected. Wo want the 
country to regain its credit so that the 
bonds we hold will become more valuable, 
So earnest is the Government in the deter- 
mination to remodel its finanoial system and 
re-establish its credit that it has made a 
special provision that iu case of failure to 
keep its contract and pay ita interest the 
Amerioan company may c ill upon the United 
State", Belgium, Holland, Great Britain 
and Franco to appoint a representative each 
to compose a financial commission which 
shall have all the rights to collect the cus- 
toms. I think that, the prospects of San 
Domingo regaining her place in the financial 
world are very bright." 

HAWAII'S CRISIS. 

X Consular Opinion-Conditions on Which 
Queen Wilnokalaul Will Resign 
Her Claim, 

Tacoma, Feb. D.— W, E. Simpson, of this 
city, Hawaiian Consul at Tacoma, says: 
" A certain class of men in Hawaii, who are 
attempting to enlist the sympathy of some 
great nation against the United States in 
this matter, would be on about the same 
level as tho " ward heeler " were they in 
this country. The interference of England 
is not desired so much by English residents 
as by thia certain cIuhb of men, who, if 
placed beyond the reach of royal pap, would 
drop into obscurity." 

Sajt Francisco, Feb. 10. — A statement 

was published here this morning to the 
effect that ex-Queen Lilluokalani has agreed 
to relinquish all her rights, title and in- 
terest, together with any claims she believes 
she has in tho abrogated monarchy of 
Hawaii, for ever, provided iier commhsion 
can prevail upon the U. S. Government to 
givo her good and suitable consideration for 
such rolinijuiahmcut. Paul Newman, the 
ex-Queen's deputy, denies the truth of the 
report. 

Financial Crisis. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb, 10. — A fin- 
ancial criais is imminent. In rcferenco to 
this trouble El Comeroio of Leon says that 
for reasons as yet unknown the Lank of 
Nicaragua has cloned its agencies at Kivas, 
Masaya and Cllinendiga, and will also short- 
ly close its branches in Greytown and Ma- 
tagulpa and go into liquidation, refunding 
to the shareholders their capita!. 1 be s mc 
paper in also responsible for tho statement 
Hiatus soon as the agencies wore closed the 
exchange of notes ceased, occasioning seri- 
ous loss to holders, who were compelled to 
dispose of them at a discount to brokers.

The U. S. Minister to the Hawaiian 
Islands Gives Ilia Version 
of the Case. 



"Opposition to Annexation Supported 
Chiefly by the Lottery and 
Opium Rings." 

Washington Citv, Feb. 0.— Lato to- 
night Secretary of Stato Foster received 
the following dispatch from Minister Stev- 
ens : 

Honolulu, F'eb. 1. ^ 
Via San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 0, '03. / 
To Hit Secretary of Slate: 

Tho Provisional Government of Hawaii 
Is gaining power and respect. Everything is 
quiot. Tho annexation sentiment is in- 
creasing. Dead monarchy and opposition 
to annexation is supported chiefly by tho 
lottery and opium rings. To-day at a.m., 
in accordance with the request of tho Pro- 
visional Government of Hawaii, I have 
placed the Government of Hawaii under 
the United States' protection during nego- 
tiations, not interfering with the execution 
of thu public affairs. Dispatches by mail 
with full details. 

(Signed) STEVENS. 

Speaking of tho dispatch and the develop- 
ments of the day in the Hawaiian situation, 
Secretary Foater said the action of Stevens, 
in declaring the Hawaiian Islands under the 
protectorate of the United Statea, was tak- 
en without instruction from thu Depart- 
ment of State; in fact, the movement for 
the change of government was unexpected, 
and had not been anticipated by instructions 
from Washington. Mr. Stevens had, there- 
fore, been compelled to uct independently 
and upon his best judgment us the emer- 
gencies had arisen. The only instructions 
given by the department was the telegram 
of tho 28th ult. , already published, up- 
proving of Mr. Stevens' recognition of the 
Provisional Government an act on hia 
part, which had been followed by 
all tho other foreign representa- 
tives in Honolulu. He had been 
further instructed to protect American citi- 
zens and property. Secretary F'oater stated 
that American citizens were tho owners of 
at least three-fourths of tho entire real and 
personal property of tho Islands and they 
were inoro interested than all other resi- 
dents in the preservation of peace and good 
government. 

There was no conference to-day between 
tha Secretary of Stato and the Hawaiian 
commissioners, as Thursday ia "diplomatic 
day" at the department and the secretary 
was fully occupied with the calls of foreign 
ministers, among which were thoso of Great 
liritaiu, France, Italy, Nicaragua and other 
countries. It is understood that the 
Hawaiian commissioners are to see Secretary 
Foster to-morrow at 10 a m. 



"ALIVE WITH BANDITS." 

The Brazilian Public Unable to Cope with 
Outlaws— Serious Trouble In the 
Argentine. 

New YORK, Feb. 9.— The Herald's Val- 
paraiso correspondent telegraphs as follows: 
Tho Herald correspondent at Montevideo 
Bays that tho Rio Grande frontier 
alive with bandits, and that 
the Brazilian police department is 
powerless to deal with them. A 
body of Castilhistas was routed at Cerrero 
Largo by Federal cavalry. Saravias' forces 
arc said to be steadily increasing, but a gen- 
eral invasion of the Rio Grande is deferred 
on account of lack of arms, Tho towns of 
Begea and Yugudrot ure in sympathy with 
tho Federals, and bnndo of men well armed 
are stationed there. 

Buenos Ayres has been declared infected, 
and a quarantine has been decreed against 
that city. 

Tho Herald's correspondent at Buenos 
Ayrcs telegraphs that he learns from pr ivate 
sources that the situation in the Argentine 
colony of Humboldt is serious in the ex- 
treme. The colony of Joseflna has joined 
the movement. Judges have been ussaultcd, 
and tho National Guard has refused to 
servo. Affairs aro still in a critical con- 
dition in t.li.' Province of Corrientes. The 
offer of tho Government of amnesty to the 
revolutionists wna not favorably received.
